W est Left Guessing 
As to Where Americans

HONG KONG CR)—Communist 
silence today shrouded the where­ 
abouts of three Americans the Chi­ 
nese Reds claim to have freed from 
Communist jails after 18 months 
of imprisonment. 
Red China s New China News 
Agency said in a news item broad­ 
cast by Radio Peiping that the 
three men — two news correspond­ 
ents and a sea captain — have 
been “expelled.” 
The United States consulate at 
Hong Kong said the three—news­ 
men Richard Applegate, Don Dixon 
and Capt. Ben Krasner—were not 
aboard today s train from Canton 
to the Red China-IIong Kong fron­ 
tier. 
The Reds gave no further in­ 
formation on the release of the 
three and left it to the West to 
guess when and where the three 
would be set-free. 
Hong Kong appeared the most 
likely place. But the Chinese could 
place them aboard a ship leaving 
Shanghai, Tientsin or any other 
coastal port, or could put them 
across the border in Burma or 
into any of the countries adjoining 
Red China’s sprawling frontier. 
New China News Agency said in 
an item broadcast by Radio Pei­ 
ping that Communist China had 
expelled Richard Applegate, Don 
Dixon and sea Capt. Ben Krasner. 
Applegate, 
a 
former 
United 
Press war correspondent; Dixon, 
of the International News Service, 
and Krasner were seized by a Red 
Chinese gunboat crew on March 
21, 1953, while shaking down A p­ 
plegate’s yacht between Hong Kong 
and Portuguese Macao for a world 
cruise later. 
The Communists jailed the three 
men for 18 months on charges of 
intruding into Red Chinese terri­ 
torial waters. 
Reds Confiscate Yacht 
NCNA said Applegate’s yacht, 
“K ert,” 
had 
been 
confiscated. 
British authorities last 
saw tho 
“ K ert” boing towed up the Pearl 
River into Red China nine days 
after it had been seized. 
In a separate NCNA dispatch, 
also broadcast 
by 
Peiping, the 
Communists said 
they had sen­ 
tenced Hugh Francis Redmond of 
New York to life imprisonment in 
China for espionage. 
NCNA said Redmond came to 
Red China in 1946 and remained 
after the “liberation” to operate 
an extensive spy ring. Two of Red­ 
mond’s alleged agents were sen­ 
tenced to death. 
Specifically, Redmond was ac­ 
cused of spying in Peiping, Shang­ 
hai and Mukden, using employ­ 
ment by the Henningsen Produce 
Co., an American firm, as a cover 
for his activities. 
No Details In Release 
Peiping's 
announcement 
that 
Applegate, 
Dixon 
and 
Krasner 
were being released gave no de­ 
tails of their expulsion. The broad­ 
cast did not say when and where 
they would be turned over to U. S. 
authorities. 
Announcement of the trio’s re ­ 
lease climaxed long efforts by the 
U. S. State Department and Ameri­ 
can foreign correspondents to ob­ 
tain their freedom. 
Applegate, 42, joined the United 
Press at Portland. O re, in 1936. 
After World War II service in the 
XI S. Navy, Applegate worked for 
th e United Press in Manila, Singa­ 
pore. Rangoon and .Saigon an i cov­ 
ered the Korean W ar and Panmun- 
jom truce negotiations. 
He re­ 
signed in 1953 to make a dream 
trip around the world on his newly 
purchased ship and later took a 
job as correspondent for the Na­ 
tional Broadcasting Co.

PORTLAND, Maine CP)—Swirl­ 
ing flood waters loosed by hurri­ 
cane Edna subsided slowly today, 
leaving in their wake a toll of 23 
dead and damage that may run to 
IOO million dollars. 
Maine, hardest-hit of the New 
England states which have under­ 
gone the lashings of two hurricanes 
in 12 days, counted eight drownings 
and damage of seven million dol­ 
lars from the Caribbean-born storm 
which blew itself out Sunday over 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence in Quebec. 
The effects of the storm were 
expected to cut down the turnout 
for today’s Maine election, first iii 
the nation. 
New Hampshire, brushed by hur­ 
ricane Carol Aug. 31, reported four 
times the damage from Edna. 
While hurricane Carol’s damage 
was 
wrought chiefly by savage 
winds, hurricane Edna dumped tor­ 
rents of rain, with falls of more 
than 
eight 
inches 
reported . in 
Maine. 
Three persons drowned in Sandy 
Stream at Unity, Me., one of them 
an 
eight-year-old 
girl 
who 
was 
swept from her father’s arms. Ruth 
Broekaway. one of eight children, 
was carried away after she and the 
other nine members of the family 
had spent a harrowing seven hours 
atop their automobile which had 
become mired in the stream ’s over­ 
flow though it had negotiated the 
j bridge safely. 
Rescuer Also Drowns 
Alton McCormick, 47, also of Un­ 
ity, was drowned while forming 
^ r t of a human chain that saved 
all members of the Broekaway fam­ 
ily except Ruth. 
The third death 
at Unity was that of William White, 
25, of Winterport, who drowned in 
his submerged truck in the same 
' stream. 
Massachusetts also was hard hit 
by flooding, particularly in the cen­ 
tral part of the state. 
Some 1,000 
homes in Framingham Center were 
partially flooded when the Sudbury 
River spilled over its banks. 
The storm struck Canada’s east 
coast provinces with savage fury 
and left a multi million dollar trail 
of destruction before dying out over 
the Atlantic. 
Hardest hit was the Annapolis 
Valley in Nova Scotia, where farm ­ 
ers stood helplessly and watched 
the 85 mile-an-hour winds destroy 
up to 90 per cent of their ripening 
vpple crop, at a loss of more than 
four million dollars in apples and 
trees.

WASHINGTON «P-A special in 
vestigator has charged that

Democrats were lax in adminis­ 
trating the housing program and 
that former housing official Clyde 
L. Powell received more than $100,- 
000 in “ paym ents” from “ promo 
tors.” 
William F. McKenna, who head 
cd the government's investigation 
of the scandal ridden Federal lions 
ing Administration said that Demo­ 
cratic administrations failed to do 
anything about irregularities and 
permitted bribery. 
in a final report on his five 
month investigation, McKenna also 
I said 
“ corruption’’ 
in the 
FHA 
apartm ent building program from 
1946 to 1950 “ is largely the story 
of the reign of Clyde L. Powell,” 
Powell, who was not immediately 
available for comment, twice re 
fused to answer questions of Ihe 
Senate Banking committee which 
conducted public hearings on the 
housing scandals. His case now is 
being studied by the Justice De­ 
partment. 
Powell was formerly 
assistant 
FHA 
commissioner 
in 
charge of rental housing. 
McKenna said “ a num ber” of 
FHA employes have been remov­ 
ed as a result of his inquiry and 
others 
against 
whom 
“ serious 
charges appear to have been sub­ 
stantiated” are or soon will be put 
on “ involuntary annual leave” un­ 
til former disciplinary action can 
be taken A nousing agency spokes­ 
man said 25 FHA employes have 
been removed since the investiga 
tion began. 
McKenna said details of cases 
of “gratuities, bribery and conflict 
of interest” found during the in­ 
vestigation have^been turned over 
to the housing agency’s new com 
pliance division. 
He recommended a number of 
ways to tighten up housing laws 
and regulations to prevent future 
violations and abuses. 
Many of 
these already have been enacted 
by Congress or put into new' rules 
by the government.

Admits Meeting 


OI Council Was 


Unprecedented 


Secretary Dulles 
Sees No Immediate 
Threat of Invasion 


DENVER, Colo. fl.R>- President 
Eisenhower indicated today that no 
specific decisions were reached in 
Sunday’s 
unprecedented 
meeting 
here of the National Security Coun­ 
cil for U. S. participation in the 
Quemoy crisis. 
Mr. Eisenhower said the Security 
Council meeting merely am ounted 
to “a consulting together” as to 
the place of this country in the 
world today. 
In a brief statement to reporters 
today, Mr 
Eisenhower conceded 
the Security Council meeting was 
unprecedented but that it also was 
“very natural.” 
“ I have not met with the council 
for more than two weeks," the 
President's statement said, “while 
it happened that yesterday Secre­ 
tary (of State John Foster) Dulles 
reached here on his way back from 
the Philippines where he had been 
conducting difficult negotiations. 
“We met in order that all of us 
together could have the benefit of 
his observations and the details of 
his report. 
No specific decisions 
were advanced for action. 
It was 
j merely a consulting together as to 
the place of the United States in 
the world today, in that particular 
area, that troubled area of the 
Western Pacific.” 
Mr Eisenhower said that during 
the vital 3Mi hour meeting, the first 
the Security Council ever has held 
outside Washington, this nation’s 
policies in certain fields were re­ 
affirmed. 
Dulles Sees No Immediate Threat 
The secretary of state told a 
press conference here Sunday be­ 
fore meeting with tho President 
and Security Council, that he sens­ 
ed no threat of an immediate Red 
Chinese invasion of either Formosa 
or Quemoy. 
Furthermore, 
Dulles 
said 
the 
American Seventh Fleet could han­ 
dle any "possible” Red effort to 
|overrun Formosa, the seat of the 


I Chinese 
Nationalist 
government, 
from the mainland. 
As to what the United States 
would do if the Reds attacked Que­ 
moy, a few miles off the China 
mainland, Dulles said that would 
he a matter first for the military. 
Its recommendations would go to 
the executive branch, which, how­ 
ev e r, would not he bound by them.

'n Enrollment at SIU 


CARBONDALE, IU,. OB—Southern 
Illinois university officials today 
raised their estimate for fall se­ 
m ester enrollment to 4,200 as the 
registrar’s officers reported 3,742 
registered through 
Saturday . 
Students registering today and 
the rest of the week were expected 
to bring the SIU enrollment to 
about 21 per cent higher than last 
year and 42.8 per cent above the 
1952 level, Registrar Robert A. Mc­ 
Grath said. 
About 400 students—nearly three 
tim es as many as last year—were 
expected at the SIU vocational- 
technical institute day school for 
trades and business courses. 
McGrath said the 4,200 enroll­ 
ment includes only university cam ­ 
pus and VTI students.

TOKYO

Vultures flying above the town 
of Beni-Kached, 15 m iles from ruin 
ed UrleansvtUe, aroused the curio 
sity of the helicopter crew. It land­ 
ed on the only flat spot left in the 
; town. 
The crew found that every per­ 
son in the village w as killed, in 
eluding the tribal chiefs who could 
h a v e ' reported 
the disaster 
to 
French authorities. 
As of Saturday night, 1,287 bodies 
had been pulled out of the ruins 
of O rleansviile

and villages in the Cbeliff River 
Valley.
